IN. TheBooks commenly called Apocrypha, not be- 
ing of divine Inſpiration, are no part of the Cagon of the 
Scripture 3 and therefore are of no Authority in the 
Chorch of God, nor to be any otherwiſe approved, or 
madeuſeof, than other humane Writings (h).

V. We may be moved and induced by the Teſtimony 
of the Church, toan high and reverend E of the holy 
Scripture (4): And the Heavenlineſs of the Matter, the 
Efficacy of the Dodtrine, the Majeſty of the Style, the 
Confent of all the Parts, the Scope of the whole (which 
is, to give all Glory to Ged,) the full Diſcovery it makes 


of the only Way of Man's Salvation, the many other in- 


comparable Excellencies, and the entire P on there- 
of, are Arguments whereby it doth abundantly evidence 
it ſelf to be the Word of God ; yet notwithſtanding, our 
full Perſwaſton and Aſſurance of the infallible Truth, and 
divine Authority thereof, is from the inward Work of 
the Holy Spirit, bearing witneſs by, and with the Word, 
in our Hearts ({).

VIII. The Old Teſtament in Hebrew (which was the 
native Language of the People of God of old,) and the 
New Teſtament in Greek, (which, at the time of the 
writing of it, was moſt generally known to the Natians,) 
being immediately inſpired by God, and by his fingular 
Care and Providence kept pure in all Ages, are therefore 
authentical (7); ſo as in all Controverſies of Religion, 
the Church is finally to appeal unto them [/”). But be- 
cauſe theſe _— Tongues are not known to all the 
People of God, who have Right unto, and Intereſt in 
the Scriptures; and are commanded, in the Fear of God, 
to read and ſearch them (t) ; therefore they are'to be tran(- 
lated into the vulgar Language of every Nation unto 
which they come (#), that the Word of God dwelling 
plentifully in all, they may worſhip him in an acceptable 
manner (w); and through Patience; and Comfort of 
the Scriptutes, -may have Hope {x}. -

Of God's Covenant with Man. 


He diſtance between God and the Creature is ſo 
great, that although reaſonable Creatures do owe 
Obedience unto him as their Creator, yet they could ne- 
ver have any Fruition of him, as their Bleiſedneſs and 
Reward; but by ſome voluntary Condeſcention on God's 
part, which be hath been pleaſed to expreſs by way of 
Covenant {a).

Man by his Fall , having made hi-nfelf inca- 
pable of Life by that Covenant, the Lord was plea- 
ſed to make a ſecond (e), commonly called the Cove- 
nant of Grace; wherein he freely offereth unto Sin- 
ners, Life and Salvation by Jeſus Chriſt ; requiring of 
them Faith in him, that they may be ſaved (F); and 
promiſing to give unto all thoſe that are ordained unto 
Life, hisholy Spirit, tomake them willing, and able to 
believe (p).

T HE Liberty which" Chriſt- hath -parchaſed for | 
Believers under the Goſpel ,- conſiſts in their © 


freedom from the guilt of Sin, the condemning* Wrath 
of God, the Curſe of the Moral Law (a), and-in their 


: Geing delivered from this preſent evil World, bon- 


dage to Satan, and Dominion of Sin (b); from the 
evil of afflictions, the Sting of Death, the Victory-of 
the Grave, and evenfalting Damnation (c); as alſo in 
their tree acceſs. to God (4), and their yielding Obe- 


- dience unto him, not out of (layiſh fear, but a child- 
| like love and willing Mind (e). All which were common 


alſo to Believers under the Law ( f). But under the New 
Teſtament the Liberty of Chriſtians is further enlarged 
in their freedom from the yoke of the Ceremonial Law, 
to which the Jewiſh Church was ſubjected C2); and 
in greater boldneſs of acceſs to the throne of Grace (h;, 
and in fuller Communications of the free Spirit of God, 
than Believers under the Law did ordinarily partake 


of (t).

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And, for their publiſhing of ſuch Opinions, or main- 
taining of ſuch Practices, as are contrary to the light of 
Nature, or to the known Principles of Chriſtianity ; 
whetner concerning Faith, Worthip, or Converſation, 
or to the Power of Godlineſs ; or, ſuch erroneous Opi- 
nions or PraCtices, as citker in their own Nature, or in 
tne manner of publiſhing or maintaining them, are de- 
Rructive to the external Peace and Order which Chriſt 
lath eſtabliſhed in the Church, they may lawtully be 
called to account, and proceeded again{t by the Cenſures 
of the Church (q), and by the power of the Civil Ma- 
gillrate (r).

Then I contended with the Nobles 
of Judah, and (aid unto them, what evil thing is this that ye do, 
and prophane the Sabbath day? V. 21.) Then Ireitified againſt them, 
and (id untothem, why lodge ye about the wall? if ye do fo again, 
I will lay hands en yu : fromthar time forth, came they no more on 
the Sabbath. V. 22.] And f ammended the Levites that they ſhould 
cleante themfUlves, and that they ſhacdd come and keep the gates, to 
ſenttifie the Sabbath day. Remember me, O my Ged, concerning this 
a ſ', and (pare meaccording to the greatneſs of rhy mercy.

CHAP. XXII 
Of Lateful Oaths and Vows. 


A Lawful Oath is a part of Religious Worſhip (a); 
wherein, upon juft occaſion, the Perſon {wear- 
ing ſolemnly, calleth God to witneſs what he aflerteth, 
or promiſeth; and to judge him according to the trath 
or falſhood of what he ſweareth (6).

V- 22. ] If a 
man fin againſt his Neighbour, and an cath be laid upon him to m 
him ſwear, and che cath come before thine Altar in this howſe. V. 23 
Then hear thou from heaven, and do, and judge thy _—_— 
requiting the wicked, by recompenſing his way upon his own head, 
and by juſtifying the righteous, by giving him zccotding to his 
Tighteoulncls. 
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II. The Name of God only, is that by which Men 
ought to ſwear, and, therein it is to be uſed wits: all 
Holy Fear and Reverence (c). Therefore to fear 
vainly, or raſhly, by tit glorious and dreadful Name 
or, to ſwear at all, by any other thing , '1s ſinful, and 
to be abhorred (4). Yet, as in matters of Weight 
and Moment, an Oath is Warranted by the Word of 
God, under the New Teftament , as well as: under 
the Old (e); fo, a Lawful. Oath, being impoſed 
by Lawful- Authority , in ſuch matters ought to Le 


taken (F).

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CHAP. XXIIL 
Of the Civil Magiſtrate, 


(37 D the Supreme Lord and King of all the World 
hath Ordained Civil Magiſtrates to be under him 
over the People, for his own Glory, and the publick 
Good ; and to this end hath armed them with the power 


of the Sword for the defence and incouragement of 


them that are Good, and for the puniſhment of evil 
doers (a). 


(a) Rom. 13: 1,2,3,4.V.1.] Let every ſoul be ſubjefÞ unto the bigher 
powers : for there is no power but of God, the powers that be are ordamed 
of Ged.

ſetled, adminiitred, and obſerved (F). For the bet- 
ter effecting whereof he hath power to call Synods , 
to be preſent at them, and to provide that whatſoever 
is tranſacted in them be according to the mind of 
God (g).

Mme is between one Man and one Woman:

Aptiſm is a Sacrament of the New Teſtament, or- 
B Lined by Jeſus Chriſt (a) ; not only for the fo- 
lemn Admiſſion of the Party baptized into the Viſible 
Church (b), but alſo to be unto him a Sign and Seal 
of the Covenant of Grace (c3, of his ingrafting into 
Chriſt (4), of Regeneration (e), of Remiiſion of 
Sins (f), and of his giving up unto God, through Jeſus 
Chriit, to walk in Newneſs of Life (g). Which Sacra- 
ment 1s, by Chriſt's own Appointment, to be cuntinued 
11 his Church, until the End of the World (+).

'O) UK Lord Jeſus, in the Night wherein he was be- 
trayed, inſtituted the Sacrament of his Body and 
Blood, called the Lord's Supper, to be obſerved in his 
Church uato the end of the World, for the perpetual Re- 
membrance of the Sacrifice of himſelf, in his Death ; the 
ſealing all Benefits thereof unto the Believers, their ſpiri- 
tual Nouriſhment and Growth in him, their farther En- 
gagement 1n, and to all Duties which they owe unto 
him ; and to be a Bond, and Pledge of their Communion 


with him, and with each other, as members of his my- 
ſtical Body (a).

And we belcech you, brethren, to 
know them which labour among you, and are over you im the Lord, 
ard admoniſh you. Aﬀs 20 17,18 V.17.] ard from Milerus he (ene 
to Epheſiis, and called the Elders of the Church. V.18.] And when 
they were come to him, he (nd unto them, Ye know, from the firſt 
d»y that I came into Alia, after whit manner I have been with you 
at all (caſons. Heb. 13. 7,17, 24. V, 7. ] Remember them which 
have the rule rver you, who have ſpoken unto you the word of God, 
whoſe faith follow, confidering the end of their converſion.

Teaching them 2» oiſerve-all things whatſ.ever I 
have e mmanded yow : and1lo I am with you alway, eyen unto the en 
of the world , Amen. 

IL To theſe Officers the Keys of the Kingdom of 
Heaven are committed ; by Virtue whereof they have 
power reſpeCtively to retain, and remit Sins; to ſhut 
that Kingdom agamlt the impenitent, both by the Word, 
and Cenſures ; and to open 1t unto penitent Sinners, by 


the Mintitry of the Goſpel, and by Abſolution from Cen- 
ſures, as occaſion ſhall require (6).

III. Church Cenſures are neceſſary for the reclaiming 
and gaining of offending Brethren.for deterring of others, 
from the like Offences, for purging out of that Leaven 
which might infect the whole Lump, for vindicating the 
Honour of Chriit, and the Holy Profe!lion of the Go- 
ſpel, and for preventing the Wrath of God, which might 
juftly fall upon the Church, if they ſhould ſuffer his Co- 
venant and the Seals thereof to be protaned by notorious 
and ob{tinate Oflenders /c).

3. ko, A man that is 
2n Heretick, after the firſt and ſecond admontion, reject, 


CHAP. XXXL 
Of Synods and Councils. 


OR the better Government, and farther Edifi- 

cation of the Church ; there ought to be ſuck 

Aſſemblies as are commonly called Synods or Coun- 
cils (a). 

When therefore Paul, and Barnabas 
had no tall difſention and diſputation with them, they determined 
that Paul, and Barnabas, and certain other of them, ſhould go up ro 
Jeruſalem wnto the Apoſtles and Elders, about this queſtion.

IT. As Magiſtrates may Lawfully call a Synod of Mi- 
niſters and other fit Perſons to Conſult and Adviſe with, 
about matters of Religion (6) : So, if Magiſtrates be 
open Enemies to the Church, the Miniſters of Chriſt, of 
themſelves, by Vertue of their Office 3 or they, with o- 
ther fit Perſons, upon delegation from their Churches, 
may meet together in ſuch Atſemblies (c). 

(6) Iſa. 49. 23. And Kings ſhall be thy nurſing Fathers, and their 
Queens thy nurſing Mothers; they ſhall bow down to thee with their 
fice toward the carth, and lick up the duſt of thy feer, and thou 
ſhale know that IT am the Lord : for they ſhall not be aſhamed that 
wait for me.

Anu they (aid un- 
to him, in Bethlehem of Judea , for thus it is written by the Pro« 
phet. Irw. it. 14. Where no counſel is, the Peeple fall, but in the 
multitude of Connſcllours there is lafety. (c) Att. 15. 2,4. 22, 23, 
25. V.2,4. See in Letter A. V.22, Then pleaſed it the Apeſiles and 
Elders with the winle Church, ro (end choten men+of their own com» 
pany to Antioch, with Peul and Barnabas, namely, Jud, firnamed ' 
Bartabaz, and Silas, chict mcn among the brethren. V. 223.) And 
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wrote Letters by them after this manner z The Apeſiles, and Elders, 
and Brethren, (end greeting vnto the Brethren which are of the Gen- 
tiles in Antioch,and Syria, and Cilicia. V.25.] I ſeemed good wnto us 
being aſſembled with one accord, to lend choſen Men unto you, with our 
bcloved Barnabas and Paul. . 


IIT. It belongeth to Synods and Councils miniſterially 
. to determine Controverſies of Faith, and caſes of Con- 
ſcience, to ſet down Rules and Directions for the better 
_ ordering of the publick Worſhip of God, and Govern- 
ment of his Church ; to receive complaints in caſes 
of male adminiſtration; and authoritatively to deter- 
mine the fame: which Decrees and Determinations, if 
Conſonant to the Word of God, are to be received with 
Reverence and Submifſion ; not only for their Agree- 
ment with the Word, but alſo for the Power whereby 
they are made, as being an Ordinance of God, appointed 
 thereunto in his Word (4).

other common Infirmities belonging to this Life, really 
nnited to his Soul (4), he roſe again from the Dead

all thoſe duties of Holineſs and Righteouſneſs which 
he oweth to God and Man (q); promiling Life upon 
 } 3" and threatning Death upon the breach 
of it (7).

the ſinful pollution of their Nature, Hearts, an4 
Lives (x), to humble them in Senſe of their Sin and 
Miſery (3). and thereby help them to a clearer Gght 
of the need they have: of Chrilt /z), and of the per- 
feCtion of his Obedience {a).

their continuance in the Eſtate and. way of Sin, to leave 
them inexcuſable (4), and under the Curſe thereof (e). 

Knowing this that the Law is not made for » 
righteous man, but for thc lawlets, and difoToujent, for the ungocu'y

A. Altnough they that are regenerate, and believe 
in Chrilt, be delivered from the Moral Law as a Co- 
venant of Works (f ), fo as thereby they are neitaer 
Juſtified {z), nor Condemned (4) , yet beiice the gene- 
ral uſes thereot common to them with all Men, it is of 
ſpectal uſe, to ſhew them how much they are bound to 
Chrilt for his fulfilling it, and enduring the Curſe thereof 
in their ſtead, and tor their Good (2); and thereby to 
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provoke them to more thankfulneſs (4), and to ex- 
preſs the ſame in their greater care to conform them- 
ſclyes thereunto as the rule of their Obedience (1).

{ix our Duty to Man (#). |

writing, the ten Commandments, which the Lord ſpake wnto yow wa the 
M-wit, out of the midſt of the fire, in the day of the aſſembly, and 
the Lord give them unto me.

Q._ Why is the Word Remember ſet in the beginning 
of the Fourth Commandment ?

diſcountenancing them in that which is good (k) ; cor- 
reting thea unduly ( / ), careleſs expoling, or _ 
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them to wrong, temptation and danger (mz) ; pro- 
voking them to wrath (=); or any way diſhonouring 
themſelves, or leſſening their authority, by an unjuſt, 
indiſcreet, rigorous, or remiſs behaviour (0).

Q Is the Word of God to be read by all ? 

A. Although all are not to be permitted to read the 
Word publickly to the Congregation (#), yet all ſorts of 
People are bound to read 1t apart by themſelves (w), 
and with their Families (x), to which end the Holy 
Scriptures are to be tranſlated out of the Original into 
Vulgar Languages (5). 

(#) Dewt.31,9,11,12,13. And Moſts wrote this Law,and delivered it 
wo the Priefts the ſous of Levi, which bare the Ark of the Covenant of 
the Lord, and unto all the elders of Ifracl.------ When all Iftel is 
come to appear before the Lord thy God, in the place which he ſhall 
chuſe, then ſhalt read this law befere all Iſrael in their hearing. Gmther 
the people together, men, and women, and children, and thy 
ſtranger that is within thy gates, that they may hear, and learn, and 
fear the Lord your God, and obſerve to do all the werds of this law, 
And that their children which have not known any thing, may hear, 
and learn to fear the Lord your God, as long as ye live in the land, &c, 
Nech.

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Teſhna and Beni, &c. and cryed with a loud voice unto the Lord 
their God. Then the Levites, Jeſhua, and Kadmiel, &c. id, ftand 
up, and bleſs rhe Lord your God, &c. Cw) Deut. 17. 19. And it 
foall be with him, and ke ſhall read therein a!l the days f his |ife ; that 
he may learn to fear the Lord his God, to keep all the words of this 
law, and theſe ſtatutes to do them. Rev.1. 3. Bleſſed is he that read- 
eh, and they that bear the words i this Prophecy, and keep thoſe things 
which are written therein, for the time is at hand.

another a), and to diſtinguiſh them from thoſe that” 
are without (b). ,»

() What are the Parts of a Sacrament ? 

A. The Parts of a Sacrament or two; the one, an 
outward and ſenſible Sign, uſed according to Chrilts 
own appointment ; the other an inward and Spiritual 
Grace, thereby ſignified (c). 

I indeed baptize you with water unto repentance ; but 
he that cometh after me is mightier than I , whoſe ſhooes I am not 
worthy to bear, he ſhall baptize you with the Holy Gheft, and with fre, 
1 Pet.3.

Forhe is not a Jew that is one cutwardly, neither # that ciy* 
eumciſion which ts out ward in the fleſh: But he is a Jew, who is one 
inwardly, and circumciſion 15 that of the heart, in the Spirit, and not in 
the later, whaie praiſe is not of men, but of God. 


Q. How many Sacraments hath Chrift inſtituted in 
his Church under the New Teſtament ? 

A. Under the New Teſtament Chriſt hath inſtituted 
in his Church only two Sacraments g. Baptiſm, and the 


Lords Supper (a).

Q. What is Baptiſm? 
A. Baptiſm is a Sacrament of the New Teſtament, 


wherein Chriſt hath ordained the waſhing with Water 
in 
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m the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Gholt (e), to be a Sign and Seal ofingrafting into 
bimſelf (F), of remiflion of Sins by his Blood (g), and 
regeneration by his Spirit (hb) ; of Adoption (z) and Re- 
ſurrection unto everlaſting Life (4), and whereby te 
Parties baptized are ſolemnly aclmutted into the vitible 
Church (/), and enter into an open and profeſled ingage- 
ment to be wholly and only the Lords (m).

A. Baptiſm is not to be adminiltred to any that are 
out of the Viſible Church, and fo {trangers from the Ca- 
venant of Promiſe, till they profeſs their faith in Chrilt, 
and obedience to him (1), but infants deicending from 
Parents, either both, or but one of them, profeiling Faich 
in Chriſt, and obedience to him, are in that reſpect 
within the Covenant, and to be baptized (0).

Q. How is our Baptiſm to.be improved by us ? 

A. The needful but much ————_ duty of improv- 
ing our Baptiſm, is to be performed by us all our life 
long ; eſpecially in the time of temptation, and when we 
are preſent at the adminiſtration of it to others (p), by 
ſerious and thankful conſideration of the Nature of it, 
and of the ends for which Chriſt inſtituted it, the privi- 
leges and benefits conterred and ſealed thereby, and our 
ſolemn vow made therein (q), by being humbled for our 
fintul defilement, our falling ſhort of, and walking con- 
trary to the Grace of Baptiſm and our ingagements (r), 
by growing up to aſſurance of Pardon of Sin, and pb... 
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other bleſſings ſealed to us in that Sacrament (/?), by 
drawing ſtrength from the Death and RefurreCtion of 
Chriſt, into whom we are baptized, for the mortifying 
of Sin, and quickning of Grace (r), and by endeavour- 
ing to live by Faith (#\, to have our Converſation in 
Holineſs and Righteouſneſs (w), as thoſe that have there- 
in given up their Names to Chriit (x), 2nd to walk in 
brotherly Love, as being baptized by the ſame Spirit 
into one Body ( 5).

gagement to God (4) and their mutual love 2nd fet- 
lowſhip each with other, as members of the ſame my.

- Chriſt hath appointed the Miniſters of his Word, 
in the adminiſtration of this Sacrament of the Lords 
Supper, to ſet apart the bread and wine from common 
uſe, by the word of inſtitution, thankſgiving, and pray- 
er, to: take and break the bread, and to give both the 
bread, and the Wine to the Communicants, who are, 
by the ſame appointment, to take, and eat the Bread, 
and to drink the Wine, in thankful remembrance, that 
the body of Chriſt was broken and given, and his 
blood ſhed for them (F).

A. As the body and blood of Chriſt are not corpo- 
rally or carnally preſent in, with, or under the Bread 
and Wine in the Lords Supper (z), and yet are ſpi- 
ritually preſent to the faith of the receiver, no leſs tru- 
ly and really than the elements themſelves are to theix 
outward ſenſes (þ), fo they that worthilty communi- 
cate in the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, do therein 
teed upon the body and blood of Chriſt, not after a 
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corporal, or carnal, but in a ſpiritual manner, yet truly 
and really (_z ), while by faith they receive and apply 
unto themlſelyes Chrilt crucified, and all the benetits of 
his death (4).

Q. How are they that recerve the Sacrament of 
the Lords Supper, to prepare themſelves before they 
come-unto it ? 

A. They that receive the Sacrament of the Lords 
Supper, are, betore they come, to prepare themſelves 
thereunto, by examining themſelves ( 1); of their be- 
ing in Chriit (mz), of their ſins, and wants (=), of 
the truth and meaſure of their knowledge (o), faith 
(p), repentance (q),love to God and the brethren (7), cha- 
rity to all men (/), forgiving thoſe that have done 
them wrong (t), of their defires after Chriſt (), and

Q_ May one who doubteth of his being in Chriſt, 
and of his due preparation, come to the Lords Supper 2 

A. One who doubteth of his being in Chriſt, or of 
his due preparation to the Sacrament of the Lords- 
Supper, may have true intereſt in Chrift, though he be 
not yet aſlured thereof (a); and in Gods account, 
hath it, if he be duly afteCted with the apprehenſion of 
the want of it (b), and unteignedly deſires to be found 
in- Chritt (c), and to depart from iniquity (4), in 
which caſe ( becauſe promiſes are made, and this Sa- 
crament is appointed tor the relief even of weak and 
doubting Chriſtians (e), ) he is to bewail his unbelief 
(fF)3 and labour to have his doubts reſolved ('g), and 
fo doing '/he may and onght to come to the Lords 
cupper, that he may be further ſtrengthened (b).

A. Such as are found to be ignorant, or ſcandalous, 
notwithſtanding their profe{lion of the Faith, and de- 
fire t» come to the Lords Supper, may and ought to 
be kept from that Sacrament by the power which 
Chrift hath left in his Church (z), until they receive 
inſtruction, and manifeſt their reformation (k ).

thereby ſtir up themſelves to a vigorous exerciſe of 
their graces (p), in judging themſelves (q/, and for- 
rowing for ſin (r), in earnett hungring and thirſting 
after Chriſt {/ ), feeding on him by faith (te), re- 
ceiving of his tulneſs (z), truſting in his merits (@), re 
joycing in his love (x); giving thanks for his grace 
(>), in renewing of their covenan# with God (x), and 
love to all the Saints (a).

(z ), but if they ſee they have failed in either, they are 
to be humbled (4), and to-attend upon it afterward 
with more care and diligence ( /).

Then I contended with 
the & of Judah, and id unto them, What evil thing is this that ye 
do, and prefane the Sabbath day? Did not your fathers thus, and did 
not God bring all this evil upon us, and upon this Ciry ? Yer ye 
bring more wrzth upon 1{tael, by profaning the Sabbath. And ir 
came to paſs that when the gates of Jeruſalem began to be dark be» 
fore the Sibbath, I commanded that the gates ſhould be ſhut, and 
charged that they ſhould not be opened rill after the Sabbath z and 
fome of my ſervants I (et at the gates, that there ſhould be no burden 
brought in onthe Sabbath day. Then teftitied I againſt them, and- 
faid unto them, Why lodge ye abent the wall ? If yedoo again, I will 


in lay hands on you, From that time forth came they no mere on the _ 
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bath, Ard I commanded the Levites that they hould cleanſe them 
ſelves, and that they would come and keep the gates, ro ſanRike 
the Sabbath dzy. Remember me, O my God , concerning this 
allo, &c. (m) Lacks 4. 16, And he came to Nazareth where 
he had been brought up, and as his cuſtom was, he went into the Sy- 
nagogue #1 the Sabbath day, and ſtood up for toread. A. 20. 7, And 
upon the firſt day of the week, &c. See letter [:]. Pſal. 92. Title, 
A Pfalm, or ſong for the Sabbath day. 1/z. 66. 23. And ir ſhall 
come to paſs that from one new Moon to another, and from one Sabs 
bath to ancther, ſhall all fleſh come to worſhip before me, taith the Lord.
